INU Won First Game And No. 1 


Husker-LSU Rematch New Twist 


Nebraska and Louisiana State 
meet for only the second time, 
but today’s match shapes up as 
every bit as important and excit- 
ing as the first. 


It was New Year's night of 
1971 and the setting was the 
Orange Bowl. Tension had 
mounted all day as the unbeaten 
(but tied by USC, 21-21) Huskers 
followed the other bowl games— 
top ranked Texas fell to Notre 
Dame, 24-11, in the Cotton Bowl, 
then No. 2 Ohio State was 
stunned, 27-17, by Stanford in 
the Rose Bowl. 


So it came down to the Orange 
Bowl and No. 3 Nebraska had a 
chance for its first national title. 
Charlie McClendon’s Bayou Tig- 
ers had other ideas, however, 
and fought back from a 10-0 defi- 
cit to take a 12-10 lead as the 
fourth quarter opened. 


Then came a dramatic 67-yard 
TD march by the Cornhuskers 
with Quarterback Jerry Tagge 
lunging over from the one with 
6:10 left in the game to give Ne- 
braska a 17-12 victory. 


Two days later the Cornhus- 
kers were declared the No. 1 
team in the nation and a few

Foundation Awards $250,000 in 


More than $250,000 in unre- 
stricted gifts to the University of 
Nebraska Foundation were allo- 
cated to the Lincoln Campuses 
during the past year aimed at 
improving excellence of the Uni- 
versity. 

Awarding the monies was the 
Awards and Grants Committee 
of the University Foundation. 
The Committee is composed of 
nine members of the Founda- 
tion’s Board of Trustees.

The Committee allocated funds 
to the following projects: 

— $75,000 as partial subsidy 
for the purchase of a Gas Chrom- 
atograph-Mass Spectrometer by 
the Department of Chemistry. 
Costing $360,535, the instrument 
permits analysis of naturally oc- 
curring mixtures consisting of up 
to 30 complete chemical com- 
pounds within approximately 
half an hour. 

—$15,000 in discretionary

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Cornhusker Marching Band Sports New Look

The Cornhusker Marching 
Band that appears on the Mem- 
orial Stadium Astroturf today 
has a new solo twirler, two new 
drum majors, about 28 more 
players, a 16-girl flag corps, and 
most importantly, a new director. 


Dr. Robert Fought has been 
selected by NU Director of Bands 
Jack Snider to direct the march- 
ing Cornhuskers. Snider was the 
popular and highly successful di- 


rector of the marching band from 
1952 through last season. 


Dr. Fought became a member 
of the School of Music faculty 
and served as assistant to Snider 
last year. He came to NU from 
Syracuse (NY) University where 
he was director of bands and 
chairman of the wind depart- 
ment. He had previously been 
director of bands at Adams 
(Colo.) State College and at 
Evanston (Ill.) Township High 
School. 


With the new director comes 
a new look for the Saturday 
afternoon band programs. ‘The 
pre-game show is entirely differ- 
ent and the halftime shows fea- 
ture geometric designs with the

bandsmen moving while they 
play, rather than forming pic- 
tures,” Fought says. 


“To get ready for the season 
and to make all the changes we 
wanted to incorporate, we asked 
the members of the band to come 
to campus a week early. They 
arrived in high spirits on Aug. 
10, and we immediately began 
a four-a-day rehearsal schedule. 
We cut this to three-a-day after 
a few days and then went on our 
regular daily 8 a.m. to 9 am. 
schedule when classes started.” 


The new director reported 
that the band has been enlarged 
from 180 to 208 members, most 
of the additional pieces in the 
brass section. “We heard 271 
auditions, invited 235 to the band 
camp and then cut down to 208. 
About 80 members of the band 
are new and only about one- 
fourth of them are music maj- 
ors,” Fought said. 


The biggest challenge is get- 
ting ready for five shows in a 
row, since the Cornhuskers play 
their first five games at home. 
This was a major reason for the 
early camp where marching and 
playing fundamentals were 
stressed, Fought noted.

Decoys On 


The Sheldon Memorial Art 
Gallery on the University of Ne- 
braska—Lincoln Campus, in coop- 
eration with the Nebraska Art 
Association and the Central Fly- 
way Decoy Carvers and Collect- 
ors Club, has organized an exhi- 
bition of bird decoys which will 
be on view from September 9 
through October 5, 1975. 

This is the second fall exhibi- 
tion. of American folk art; the 
first, ‘Quilts from Nebraska Col- 
lections,” was organized last year 
with the assistance of the Lincoln 
Quilters Guild. It proved so pop- 
ular that the decision was made 
to continue the series as an an- 
nual fall event. 

Decoys, like quilts, are largely 
an American invention. 

Devised by the Indians, they 
have grown as a useful art since 
colonial times. All kinds of birds 
have been decoyed, because in 
the early days all kinds of birds 
were hunted for food or feathers. 

Out of this practical applica- 
tion grew the carvers art, and 
the results are as varied as the 
different birds and the men who

carved them. There are regional 
styles and there are individual 
styles—some naturalistic, others 
abstract. Some decoys could pass

It is from the aspect of 
an authentic artistic expression 
that this exhibition of decoys is 
currently being presented.

Vet Science Department to Have

Some time this fall the Uni- 
versity’s Veterinary Science De- 
partment will move out of a 66- 
year-old diagnostic laboratory 
into a new building specially de- 
signed for the purpose. 

Hopefully, by the end of 1976 
they will be moved into research 
and office facilities that will re- 
place buildings first occupied in 
1920—55 years ago. 

Farm organizations are likely 
to be as individualistic as their 
members, but when it became 
obvious that Nebraska's veteri- 
nary scientists were being handi- 
capped in their efforts to help 
animal industry in the state be- 
cause of their outmoded facil- 
ities, 33 farm _ organizations 
banded together to help get the 
modern buildings and _ labora- 
tories funded. 

An obvious reason for the 
united front of the farm organi- 
zations is the record the veteri- 
nary scientists have compiled 
since Dr. Frank S. Billings started 
research on hog cholera in the 
late 1800s. 

Dr. T. A. Peters took up the 
work toward the eradication of 
hog cholera in 1894, but also was 
kept busy that year with 1,841 


personal examinations of differ- 
ent animals and 164 post mort- 
ems. 

More recently, Dr. Oliver 
Grace has been working just as 
hard as a diagnostician in the 
66-year-old original veterinary 
science building. He has been 
getting help from scientists in a 
laboratory at the North Platte 
Station, and this year, a new lab- 
oratory at the Panhandle Station. 

The veterinary scientists have 
had some outstanding success in 
recent years with their research 
in the old facility, designed to 
look like an old-time European 
farmyard by Dr. L. Van Es, a 
native of Holland. 

Some of the research that has 
contributed significantly to Ne- 
braska’s important animal indus- 
try includes: 

—Development of the tech- 
nique for producing specific 
pathogen free (SPF) swine, under 
the leadership of the late Dr. 
George Young. This has resulted 
in a national SPF swine move- 
ment in which Nebraska is still 
a leader. SPF swine are taken by 
hysterectomy from the sow and 
raised under sterile conditions 
which leave them free of a va- 
riety of common swine diseases. 

—Discovery of two viruses 
that cause neonatal diarrhea 
(scours) in newborn calves. The

team of scientists, under the 


leadership of Dr. Charles A. 
Mebus, has developed a com- 
mercially produced vaccine 
against a reo-like virus and an 
experimental vaccine that pre- 
vents scours from a combination 
of the reo-like virus and a coro- 
na-virus. 


The work has attracted world- 
wide attention from physicians, 
who have since discovered that 
a reo-like virus also causes in- 
fant diarrhea, one of the leading 
causes of infant deaths in the 
world. Doctors from Australia, 
England and elsewhere have 
been consulting with the Ne- 
braska scientists on how to pro- 
duce a vaccine. 


—Development of a quick 
method for diagnosing hog chol- 
era. Known as the fluorescent 
antibody test, the method has 
been used nation-wide in the 
effort to eradicate hog cholera. 
Except for a recent outbreak in 
Texas, the United States is, in 
effect, free of hog cholera. 


Dr. Marvin Twiehaus, present 
chairman of the Veterinary Sci- 
ence Department, was very ac- 
tive in organizing the Nebraska 
movement to forego vaccines in 
favor of cleaning out herds that 
had hog cholera. Nebraska is 
now free of hog cholera.

NU Revives Traveling Tent Chautauqua 


The year was 1874; the site, 
Chautauqua, N.Y., and the occa- 
sion, the dedication of a summer 
camp for Sunday school teach- 
ers. 


From these humble beginnings 
arose a massive traveling Chau- 
tauqua movement which brought 
religious, educational and cul- 
tural entertainment to rural 
America from 1880 to 1920. Ne- 
braska became an early leader 
in this national movement, and 
for a time Crete, Neb. boasted 
the largest Chautauqua assembly 
in the country. 


Now, in the year between 
Chautauqua’s 100th anniversary 
and the nation's 200th anniver- 
sary, Nebraska has become a 
leader in the Chautauqua Revival 
Movement. From May 30 to June 
10, 1975, the University of Ne- 
braska-Lincoln and six Nebras- 
ka communities sponsored a ser- 
ies of two-day Chautauquas fea- 
turing nationally known speak- 
ers, University educators and 
artists and local celebrities. A 
traveling company—84 people, 
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11 vehicles and two 80 x 160 feet 
tents—combined with talent in 
Chadron, Scottsbluff, McCook, 
Hastings, Norfolk and Nebraska 
City to revive the spirit of earlier 
Chautauquas. 


Funding for the program came 
from a variety of sources includ- 
ing the communities, the Nebras- 
ka Committee for the Humani- 
ties, the Nebraska Bicentennial 
Commission, the Nebraska Arts 
Council and the University of 
Nebraska Foundation. 


A SONG AND A DANCE 


Throughout the state, Chau- 
tauqua audiences were treated 
to performances by the NU 
School of Music's Woodwind 
Quintet, the University Dance 
Ensemble, the NU Alumni Asso- 
ciation's Scarlet & Cream Singers 
and the Bluegrass Crusade. “‘Por- 
traits,’ a premiere musical writ- 
ten especially for Chautauqua ’75 
by David Bell and Alan Nielsen, 
-was produced by the University 
Repertory Company. And Lt. 
Governor Gerald Whelan and 
State Sen. John Cavanaugh re- 


enacted “The Great Seal Rob- 
bery,” a controversy which raged 
from 1865-67 between Nebraska 
Territorial Governor Thomas 
Cuming and J. Sterling Morton 
and resulted in the movement of 
the state capital from Omaha 
City to south of the Platte River. 


Each community spiced the 
Chautauqua experience with a 
little of its own talent, too—sing- 
ers, dancers, musicians, artists, 
actors and speakers. 


CARAVAN OF DIGNITARIES 


Adding a special flavor to the 
Chautauqua programs were a 
number of nationally-known per- 
sonalities. They entertained, gave 
speeches, held press conferences 
and took part in panel discus- 
sions and debates on crucial cur- 
rent issues. 


Chadronites were entertained 
by Will Rogers, Jr., American 
Indian expert and actor-son of 
the famous American humorist. 
Former U.S. Attorney General 
Ramsey Clark also made an ap- 
pearance, speaking on “U.S. 


Moral Commitment in Southeast 
Asia.” 


Gen. William Westmoreland 
addressed crowds in Scottsbluff 
and McCook and CBS News an- 
chorman Douglas Edwards vis- 
ited McCook and Hastings. Hast- 
ings residents also heard an ad- 
dress by Rep. Morris Udall of 
Arizona. 


Old-time Chautauquan Will 
Geer (“Grandpa Walton”), whose 
acting career began nearly 50 
years ago in tent shows, and his 
actress daughter Ellen visited 
Norfolk as did U.S. Sen. Gale 
McGee of Wyoming, Presidential 
hopeful and Duke University 
president Terry Sanford and CBS 
News correspondent Charles Ku- 
ralt. Sanford and Kuralt also ap- 
peared in Nebraska City. 


In addition, Nebraska _politi- 
cians, theologians, ministers and 
educators were among the guests 
in each community, where they 
served as panel members, moder- 
ators and platform managers. 


JUNIOR CHAUTAUQUA 


Nebraska’s traveling tent Chau- 
tauqua was actually two shows 
in one. While the adults were 
entertained by musicians, danc- 
ers and politicians in the big tent, 
children and teenagers enjoyed 
another version of Chautauqua 
designed especially for them and 
staged in a 30 x 30 feet tent. 


For the little ones, there were 
story ladies, arts and crafts activ- 
ilies, games and skits by the Uni- 
versity’s Commedia  Dell’Arte 
Theatre. Meanwhile, teenagers in 
the six Chautauqua communities 
were given the opportunity to 
work and rap with the traveling 
singers, dancers, musicians, act- 
ors and statesmen.

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A Fighting Methodist by Any Other Name?

The very heavy thinkers in the 
University of Southern Mississippi 


Alumni Association gathered over 
doughnuts one day back in the eariy 
‘60s and decided the nickname for the 
school’s athletic teams was outdated. 

The seed was planted in the minds 
of a few student leaders and before 
long, it was duly decreed that 
Southern’s practitioners of sport 
would be known as Generals; no 
longer as Southerners. Perhaps the 
latter tag seemed somewhat incon- 
gruous when applied to the school’s 
outstanding basketball team of that 
era, For when the pep band com- 
pleted the National Anthem and 
broke into a spirited rendition of 
Dixie, the five starting Southerners 
who took the floor would have been 
hard-pressed to distinguish between 
hominy grits and collards. They 
hailed from the Bronx, Brooklyn, 
New Jersey, Illinois and Indiana 

However, as has been the case with 
so many other nickname changes, the 
new monicker didn’t stick. In less 
than a year, Generals no longer ap- 
peared in official references to the 
squads, marking a decisive victory 
for those supporters who continued to 
cheer the Southerners ingrained in 
their loyalties. 

Subsequently, as confirmation of 
the Civil War outcome seeped down 
from Appomattox, the heavy think- 


ers renewed their effort to rid USM 
of its provineialistic nickname. And 
just a decade after the first misfire, 
Golden Eagles was successfully 
adopted via a nickname contest. 

Nickname changes—or aborted at- 
tempts—are liberally sprinkled 
throughout the history of collegiate 
athletics, A fight song provided Tu- 
lane with the Green Wave, replacing 
Greenbacks, a handle that might have 
red-faced the school’s athletic busi- 
ness manager during the attendance 
slump of the mid-sixties when the 
average number of paying customers 
at Tulane home games dipped to a 
budget-pinching 14,000, 

Many, many seasons have come 
and gone since Cornhuskers replaced 
Bugeaters at Nebraska—for reasons 
which should be painfully apparent. 
Although the many recent victims of 
Alabama football teams may find it 
hard to believe, the Crimson Tide was 
once the Thin Red Line. 

And, while in the crimson area, 
a student attempt to change Indiana’s 
Hoosiers to the Crimson Bulls for- 
tunately never got off the ground. 
Same for an aborted try to have the 
Purdue Boilermakers become the 
Riveters. Riveters? 

Oh, well. That wouldn't have been 
much more unusual than the current 
St. Louis University Billikins. Don’t 
feel culturally deprived if your neigh- 


borhood z00 fails to contain a herd of 
billikins, It’s actually a Chinese God 
who was supposed to bring good luck, 
The mascot is a god much like Hoy- 
Tay—squat, fat little guy with a big 
belly—giving your humble reporter 
hope for new employment if I ever 
leave the newspaper business. 

Another newspaperman, Wallace 
Abbey, is generally credited with ap- 
plying the Wildcat tag to Northwest- 
ern much to the relief of peace-loving 
clergymen. The school’s football 
team had previously molested op- 
ponents under guise of being Fight- 
ing Methodists. 

Ask a grad of Western Carolina or 
Vermont what a Catamount is and 
watch him stutter. They’ve cheered 
for Catamounts since their freshman 
year probably unaware that it’s ac- 
tually a general name given to any of 
various wild cats, and short for cat- 
a-mountain, 

Many schools took the easy route 
by merely embracing their state’s ac- 
cepted mascot or nickname, i.e., Ten- 
nessee Vols, Illinois Illini, Indiana 
Hoosiers, Minnesota Gophers, ete. 

No bickering between alumni and 
students. No nickname contests, Think 
of the fun they missed. 

Others were more original P 
California Irvine Anteaters, Colby 
College White Mules, and the Tufts 
Jumbos to name a few. 
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from Freshman to Heisman

A dozen little tads ages about 10— 
black, white and in between with 
taped-together sneakers — stood be- 
hind the central casting figure look- 
ing into the cameras as television 
crews ground out picture after pic- 
ture during Ohio State University’s 
preseason football practice. 

All of the mini-stars had some 
form of patched football under their 
arms and a tattered T-shirt or jersey 
with No. 45 on their backs. While the 
cameras whirred away focused on 
their idol, that central casting figure, 
the diminutive hero-worshippers 
mimicked every fake, cut, stiff-arm 
and head move of Archie Griffin, 

They all were ready, willing and 
unable to handle the immortality for 
which Archie Mason Griffin, senior 
Ohio State tailback, seems so perfect- 
ly fitted, if unwilling to accept. 

These doting little devils with 
nothing but Archie in their eyes also 
happen to represent the only real 
pressure Griffin feels as he enters his 
fourth and final varsity year with the 
Buckeyes carrying the great expecta- 
tions of the entire collegiate football 
world on his bullish little shoulders. 

The youngsters are the motivating 
force that could make Griffin exceed 
himself, if that’s possible. 

No Pressure 

Quite simply and honestly, this 5-9, 
185-pound dynamo who has destroyed 
a gaggle of record books does not 
fee] the pressure of the possibility of: 
e Being the first repeat Heisman 

Trophy winner in its 40 years; 
¢ Becoming the first three-time win- 

ner of the Big Ten’s MVP award; 

¢ Becoming only the third three-time 
all-America in OSU history. 

This Amateur Athlete of the Year 
for 1974 who will co-captain the 
Buckeyes this fall for the second time 
also: 

e Has an NCAA record 21 straight 
games rushing for 100 or more 
yards (the NCAA does not count 
bowl appearances, thus thrown out 
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is Archie's 75 yards before injury 

shelved him in last January's 18-17 

Rose Bowl loss to Southern Cali- 

fornia). 

e Holds the OSU single-game rush- 
ing record (246 yards in 30 carries 
against Iowa as a sophomore), sin- 
gle season (1,695 yards in 256 car- 
ries for 12 games last year) and 
OSU career rushing record (4,139 
yards in three seasons); 

e Holds Big Ten all-game career 
rushing record of 4,139 yards, and 
career conference games record of 
2,808. 

All this is not as insufferable to 
Archie Griffin, as overwhelming, as it 
might appear after he survived a 
summer of incessant hounding by 
newspaper, magazine and television 
writers. 

Emphatically does Archie deny the 
outside pressures of his coaches, his 
peers, his followers. 


Self-Motivation 


But let the bandy-legged ground- 
gaining genius tell it like he feels it: 

“If there is any pressure at all on 
me, it’s put there by Archie Griffin 
and nobody else,” he began sincerely. 

“Sure, the Heisman Trophy was a 
wonderful award and I'd like to win 
it again, but I don’t think about it. I 
never think about professional ball, 
though I hope to play, because I know 
it messed up the minds and play of 
some of our fellows last year. 

“Being one of the first fellows ever 
to play in four straight Rose Bowls is 
something, too, but it’s not the end, 
it’s the means to an end, 

“This might sound strange, and I'm 
sure people will be skeptical, but all 
I'm thinking about is winning the 
national championship as a team. You 
know, we've never won that yet in 
my three years. 

“I feel pressures, you bet; and those 
pressures come from only the kids. I 
love kids .. . I really do.” 

And the warm, affectionate grin, 
that is as much of Archie Griffin as 


his incredible cuts or fierce should- 
er shrugs that shed _ linebackers, 
bursts through when he talks of 
kids. 

“You know why I feel pressure 
from the kids?" he asks. “Because I 
know some of them, anyway, are 
watching me; watching everything I 
do. They'll say, ‘I did this because 
Archie did it.’ And if I do something 
a little bit wrong and a kid does, too, 
I couldn't live with myself. I'd like to 
set a good example for kids because 
I guess I like nothing better than to 
be around them.” 

Archie went to summer school “so 
I can graduate in industrial relations 
winter quarter.” He once wanted to 
be a social worker, but now he's 
thinking about law school after pro 
football. 

The phone never quits in the mod 
apartment Archie shares with quar- 
terback Cornelius Greene and pro- 
bound defensive halfback Steve 
Luke; but it really doesn't bug Archie 
and neither do the countless speeches 
he makes to church-oriented groups 
or for the Fellowship of Christian 
Athletes (FCA) which is as much a 
part of his life as running with a 
football, studying or his full-time girl 
friend of two years, Loretta. 


“Leg Work” 


How did Archie Griffin prepare 
himself for his final season and the 
pressure of setting the example for 
the youngsters with whom he’s 
formed a mutual admiration society? 

“My only concern was to get into 
the best possible shape for this fall,” 
he replied quickly. “I wrestled a lot 
when I was in high school and de- 
veloped pretty good shoulders (ask 
any would-be tackler), but I’ve real- 
ly got skinny little legs. I want to 
build them up.” 

So Archie runs a lot with Greene 
and his kid brothers, sophomore Ray- 
mond who was too valuable to play 
tailback in Archie's shadow and will 
start at defensive safety and fresh- 
man Duncan, a defensive cornerback 
candidate, He also works faithfully 
with the Nautalis weight machine 
and rides the bicycle he uses to go 
to classes. 

Did he have a secret for getting 
into shape quickly for the fall? 

“Not really, it’s just that I guess 
I've never been out of shape. I think 
that's important—just never get out 
of shape.” 

And OSU’s man for all reasons and 
seasons has one other principle, 
“Never let the kids down.” 

Pressure on Archie Griffin? 
Phoooey, But he'll heap a ton of it on 
other people just being Archie Griffin!

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LSU—University 
With a Future 


As the largest university in the state, 
Louisiana State University in Baton 
Rouge exerts a major educational, cul- 
tural, and economic impact that is felt 
by all of Louisiana's citizens. 

With a student body of more than 
23,000 and a faculty of some 1,200, LSU 
has the intellectual and physical re- 
sources to offer a number and variety 
of courses of study, with extensive 
flexibility in curricula selection: Cur- 
ricula leading to bachelors degrees are 
available in 134 major fields; masters 
degrees are offered in 81 major fields, 
and doctors degrees in 49 major fields. 
Five post-baccalaureate professional 
degrees are offered through the Uni- 
versitys professional schools. 

In addition to its function of resident 
instruction, the University is also dedi- 
cated to continuing and extension edu- 
cation, and to research. 

Essentially every academic unit of 
the University is engaged in research- 
from agricultural engineers who are 
improving techniques for farming, to 
astronomers who are_ investigating 
outer space, to historians who are il- 
luminating knowledge of past and 
present, The LSU Computer Research 
Center has greatly boosted the Uni- 


versity'’s research capabilities, and the 
Nuclear Science Center has enhanced 
them. Many research activities are 
supported by outside agencies and in- 
stitutions, and much of the Univer- 
sity's work has been of direct benefit 
to government organizations and busi- 
ness and industry. LSU has, for in- 
stance, been a tremendous boon to the 
state’s farmers over the years, devel- 
oping new strains of crops, improving 
fertilizers and pest controls, devising 
machinery and methods—to an extent 
that has reaped many, many additional 
millions of dollars in agricultural 
revenues. LSU has produced signifi- 
cant contributions toward detecting— 
and thus controlling—air and water 
pollution, with worldwide implications. 
Another research project with inter- 
national promise provides for the con- 
version of waste cellulose into edible 
synthetic single-cell protein, which 
could be of significant importance in 
coping with world-wide hunger. LSU 
research into problems and conditions 
of wetlands—a significant resource of 
the future—has been so extensive and 
so successful that the University has 
high hopes of being designated a “sea- 
grant university,” in addition to the 
land-grant status it has held since 
1877. 

At any given time, there are over 
1,300 active research projects under 
way on the campus—not only generat- 
ing new knowledge, but also forming 


a necessary base for total education 
in a true university. 

LSU is extremely active in the field 
of continuing education, and annually 
sponsors hundreds of short courses 
and conferences, extending into vir- 
tually every phase of professional, 
technical, and educational activity 
throughout Louisiana. The University 
is constantly training, or upgrading the 
training, of firemen, policemen, law- 
yers, judges, insurance agents, real- 
estate brokers, teachers and many 
others, 

LSU holds membership in approxi- 
mately 200 associations, societies, 
agencies, and organizations. The Uni- 
versity’s principal accrediting agency 
is the Southern Association of Col- 
leges and Schools. 

From LSU's founding in 1860 (and its 
first commencement in 1869) through 
May 1975, the University conferred 
87,451 degrees on graduates from all 
over the world. 

As LSU enters its 116th year, and 
the nation celebrates its bicentennial, 
the University can look back to a his- 
tory marked by a path of steady 
progress. But LSU, which has been 
designated as a Bicentennial Univer- 
sity, looks more frequently to the com- 
ing years in which enrollment is pre- 
dicted to continue rising and new pro- 
grams are constantly coming over the 
horizon, to the encouraging prospect 
of LSU—University with a Future.
